Allegations of ‘stacking the Board’

WILMINGTON - It’s cam- 
paign season in Wilmington, 
so naturally the rumor mill is 
in full swing. For many 
months an unsubstantiated 
rumor has circulated that 
‘Selectman Michael Newhouse 
‘had interest in the Town 
Manager’s position, a posi- 
tion that will be vacated upon 
Michael Caira’s retirement in 
fiscal year 2012. 

Lately, however, the rumor 
has evolved into a full-blown 
allegation of conspiracy 
between several sitting select- 
men and a candidate. The 
new rumor has Newhouse, 
Selectman Lou Cimaglia and 
Selectman Michael 
Champoux backing select- 
man candidate Judy 
O’Connell for the express pur- 


pose of ‘stacking the Board’ 
so that Newhouse may secure 
the Town Counsel position. 
Depending on which day you 
hear it, it is the Town 
Manager’s position Newhouse 
is after. 

All five of the sitting select- 
men, and O’Connell, spoke 
with the Crier regarding the 
accuracy of the rumor. 

Newhouse categorically 
denies that he is involved in 
any such conspiracy. 

“As with ie official, 


““T"have dealt with rumors 


before, and I typically shrug 
them off,” said Newhouse. 
“In this case, however, I feel 
compelled to set the record 
straight, because I cannot sit 
idly by while the integrity of 
quality individuals is being

School Committee candidates debate 


Five debate for two open spots on Wilmington School Committee

WILMINGTON - Vying for 
two open seats on the school 
committee, five candidates 
met on April 5 at the studios of 
WCTV for a debate that was 
broadcast live. The debate was 
sponsored by Reading 
Cooperative Bank, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
the Town co est tay 

Running for reelection to a 
three-year term is Dr. Leslee 
Quick, a nine-year resident of 
Wilmington, and a local busi- 
ness owner. Newcomers 
included Manny Mulas, a 12- 
year resident of the town; Karl 
Sagal, a resident since 1997 
and former member of the 
Board of Appeals; Ginny 
Bonish, who has lived in 
Wilmington for over 21 years 
and brings a technology back- 
ground; and Michael Bodnar, 
a third generation Wilmington 
resident who noted that he 
was likely the only candidate 
for School Committee who was 
opposed to building a new high 
school, and had in fact voted 
against the feasibility study at 
Town Meeting. In his opening 
statement, Bodnar stated, “At 
this time, in this economic 
period, we cannot swing a 
school.” . 

The first question posed 
came from Jayne Miller of the 
Town Crier who asked the can- 
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didates to name two or three 
unfunded or underfunded 
mandates impacting

Mulas, immediately turning 
to the night’s recurring theme, 
stated that the schools needed 
to put more money into tech- 
nology, “so students can com- 
pete at the next level.” 

Bonish pointed out that one 
mandate Wilmington was 
doing well on was the new 
anti-bullying legislation, not- 
ing that the schools had 
recently hosted a talk on the 
topic with a District Attorney 
as guest speaker. Bonish also 
mentioned that the schools 
should pursue state and feder- 
al grants to fund mandates. 

Quick highlighted the new 
Circuit Breaker law regarding 
Special Education reimburse- 
ment, and pointed out that 
with a new high school, 
Wilmington would likely be 
better able to keep Special 
Education students in the dis- 
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This year, with four candidates seeking two open seats for Board of Selectmen, and five candidates seeking two seats on the 
School Committee, the Crier has changed its typical format for election coverage. Each week candidates will be asked a ques- 
tion or two about current issues and campaign topics and their responses will be printed in their own words.

Question: Tell us about your 
agenda? What are you top

Ray Lepore: 


I have a couple of issues I 
want to work on in my next 
term.

MORE PAY IN YOUR 
PAYCHECK 

Have you noticed that your pay- 
check is a little bigger lately, even 
if you didn’t get a real raise? 
There’s a special Social Security 
tax cut enacted in the last weeks of 
2010. Instead of the usual 6.2 per- 
cent in Social Security taxes for 
employees, the new rate for this 
year is 4.2 percent. Employers pay 
6.2 percent. 

For the self-employed, the new 
rate will be 10.4 percent instead of 
the usual 12.4 percent. The 
Medicare portion of FICA remains 
at 1.45 percent for employees and 
2.90 percent for the self-employed. 

An interesting note: the more you 
make, the more you save. For those 
employees making $106,800 (the 
maximum Social Security wage 
base) or more, the tax savings 
under this new program will be 
$2,136. For most, of course, the sav- 
ings will be smaller. 

The new rates replace the Making 
Work Pay credit with its advance 
payment option, but lower Social 
Security taxes through the year 
should somewhat make up for that.

One current agenda item is 
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Selectman Ray Lepore, who 
is not named in the rumor, 
was out campaigning when 
he first heard the rumor. 

“Some people told me they 
had heard that this election is 
being lined up to set up Mike 
Newhouse for the ‘Town 


immediately 
reached out to Newhouse. 

“I asked him the question, 
and he told me his answer - 
that it was not true - and I 
believe him,” said Lepore. 

What does Lepore think of 
three sitting selectmen back- 
ing a non-incumbent? 

“They have the right to back 
whatever candidate they 
want,” Lepore said. “These 
three guys (Newhouse, 
Cimaglia, and Champoux) 
are all good individuals. 
They’re honest and have the 
best interests of the town at 
heart. I don’t want to see 
good people, and their fami- 
lies, torn up by rumors.” 

Lepore recalled that in 2003, 
he and Selectman Michael 
McCoy backed a non-incum- 
bent against a long-serving 
incumbent. 

“It doesn’t mean we don’t 
like each other,” Lepore said, 
“We're all big boys, and it’s 
politics.” 


“Yes, I’ve heard that rumor, 
I’m not blind to what’s going 
on in town,” McCoy said. 

McCoy, who publicly criti- 
cized Newhouse, Cimaglia, 
and Champoux for endorsing 
a non-incumbent, states for 
the record that he has 
absolutely no involvement in 
the rumor - he has not initi- 
ated it or participated in 
spreading the rumor in any 
way. 

“All I’m interested in is win- 
ning my election, nothing 
else, but getting reelected,” 
McCoy said. “Being in the 
game for 21 years, I’ve heard 
plenty of rumors. Some 
rumors come true, some are 
half-truths, and the rest is 
total bologna. I never partic- 
ipate in rumors.” 

During a recent Selectmen’s 
meeting, McCoy stated that 
he’d never seen three sitting 
selectmen backing a non- 
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incumbent, though he does 
acknowledge his backing a 
non-incumbent with Lepore in 
2003. 

“Yes, two of us did, but I’ve 
never seen the entire mem- 


bership backing a (non- 
incumbent) candidate,” 
McCoy said. 


And, McCoy points out; in 
2003 the incumbent in ques- 
tion was a longstanding polit- 
ical adversary of McCoy’s. 

“This is perhaps the most 
civil Board I’ve ever served 
on,” McCoy said. “I have had 
a good relationship with Mike 
Newhouse. He is a very 
bright, talented individual 
and is a valuable member of 
the Board.” 


Selectman Lou Cimaglia 
hadn’t heard the rumor, prior 
to a call from the Crier, but 
denies being involved in any 


conspiracy. 
_ “Why isn’t whoever i is start- 
this rumor Mike 


Newhouse and asking him?” 
Cimaglia wonders. “AS 
Chairman, I take offense to 
any rumor that questions the 
integrity of the Board.” 

Cimaglia was never asked 
by Newhouse to _ back 
O’Connell. 

“When I first ran, Judy and 
her entire family backed me, 
but over and above that, she 
did a fantastic job on the 
School Committee,” Cimaglia 
said. “She served on that 
committee for three years, 
and I believe they are all 
backing her in this race.” 

Champoux has heard the 
rumor that Newhouse was 
seeking the Town er’s 
position, but had not heard 
about his supposedly wanting 
to regain the position of Town 
Counsel. Champoux denies 
being complicit in any con- 
spiracy - regardless of form. 

“I am positively, absolutely 
not conspiring in any way 
with anyone,” Champoux 
said. “Mike Newhouse has 
never approached me for any 
such thing.” 

He, like Lepore, went right 
to Newhouse for the truth. 

“When I heard that rumor, I 
approached Mr. Newhouse 
and asked him about it. He 
assured me that he had no 
interest in being the Town 
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Manager. I felt confident that 
it was nothing but a rumor 
and I believed him when he 
told me he had no interest in 
the job.” 

As for his decision to back 
O’Connell in this race? 

“My support of Judy 
O'Connell for the office of 
Selectman is solely based on 
my own judgment that she is 
the best candidate for the 
job,” Champoux said. “Only 
one person has ever asked me 
to support Judy. And that is 
Judy herself!” 

“Through the two years that 
I have served on the Board of 
Selectmen, there have been a 
number of occasions and 
issues upon which we, as a 
board, have had spirited con- 
versations, deliberations and 
ultimately been called upon 
to cast a vote,” Champoux 
said. “In every case, I have 
made great efforts to gather 
and process all the informa- 
tion available and form an 
opinion based on what I feel 
would be in the best interest 
of the Town of Wilmington 
and its residents. In ch 
to support Ms. O'Connell, I 
am applying that same set of 
principals. As a member of 
the Board of Selectmen, my 
primary goal has been and 
continues to be to represent 
the residents of the Town and 
to serve their interest to best 
of my ability. It is my heart- 
felt opinion that by me doing 
what I can to help Ms. 
O'Connell get elected to the 
Board of Selectmen I am con- 
tinuing to work for the best 
interest of our Town.” 

And what of the candidate? 
Yes, O’Connell has heard the 
rumors that supposedly 
involve her, but Newhouse 
has never approached her 
seeking any special consider- 
ations. 

“I have asked him about 
these rumors directly and 
he’s said that he has absolute- 
ly no interest in the Town 
Counsel or the Town Manager 
positions,” O’Connell said. “I 
believe with 100-percent cer- 
tainty that he is an honest 
gentleman and that he has no 
such intentions.”

The matter of the High 
School Oil Spill will be criti- 
cally addressed at the new 
school meeting. 

In a letter to the 
Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) from an abutter to the 
Wildwood Street property, 
Gerald O’Reilly, dated 
September 20, 2010 contained 
a complaint about a 
“Damaged Environment.” 
The response was quick and 
demanding for the town of 
Wilmington to show answers 
to the allegations made by 
Mr. O’Reilly.

This is a process that 
must be undertaken immedi- 
ately, given the shocking pay 
raise that was negotiated for 
over 16 months coupled with 
the fact that other communi- 
ties are also looking for the 
best candidate available with a 
short list to choose from.

The never ending saga with 
the superfund site at Olin 
Chemical and the EPA involve-

The Water quality and total 
protection of the environment 
surrounding the Silver Lake

However 
the interchange could prove a 
great generator of tax revenue 
to the town taxpayers and show 
relief to the residential tax 
bills. 

The “Town Charter” is in far 
worse shape than the current 
High School and just as old. 

In closing, Mark as point 
petitioner has submitted three 
Articles on the Warrant of the 
upcoming Town meeting. 
Article 28, seeks to limit elect- 
ed officials to serve no more 
than two consecutive terms in 
office. In the town of Concord, 
selectmen do not serve more 
than two terms by tradition. 
Article 34. Is asking that the 
town’s “Official Map” adopted 
in 1973, be updated, the map is 
missing over 250 town streets 
and ways. Article 36, seeks to 
establish a property tax work 
off program for disabled 
Veterans, similar to the town’s 
Senior Citizen tax work off pro- 


gram.

to hire the finest candidate 
for Assistant Superintendent: 
someone aggressive in 
searching out available 
grants; who works well with 
our superintendent, staff and 
administration; whose work 
speaks in terms of the needs 
of our district. 

I believe there is a need to 
enhance the sciences in 
Wilmington; this is more of 
an issue with resources than 
a lack of proper instruction. I 
would like to see a greater 
emphasis on finding areas we 
can improve upon in this cur- 
riculum. 

I would like to see greater 
technology advancements in 
all grades, including the ele- 
mentary levels. Natick is the 
latest town to incorporate the 
one-to-one laptop program I 
wrote about a few weeks ago. 
The number of towns working 
towards this goal will only 
grow; we shouldn’t fall 
behind. I will ensure, howev- 
er, researching the trial-and- 
error of other programs so 
when our time comes we 
weed out mistakes and incor- 
porate a program that is 
logistically and financially 
sound. 

I would like to see more sup- 
port for such programs as 
Destination Imagination, 
which truly supplements edu- 
cation with critical thinking 
skills in a team setting; skills 
-most employers search for. I 
believe these skills are indis- 
pensable to a child as they 
grow and evolve. I see growth 
in this area but would like to 
push to see the district 
become a greater part of the 
program.

that we need to explore deals 
with the height of the curricu- 
lum itself. There has been 
much discussion as of late 
about no child should be left 
behind, and public meetings 
and forums often express that 
if children with special and 
difficult needs could be kept 
in the Wilmington School 
District, it will save the town 
a great deal of money. I did 
not hear that much about the 
quality of the education they 
are given, just the cost of spe- 
cialized schools. The law on 
many levels require us, as do 
our hearts and values system, 
to be sure that children with 
difficulties in learning are 
given the tools they need to 
thrive. One group of students 
that is often not given their 
due however is the gifted 
child, or the child who is 
above grade level on one or 
more topics. These children 
are often not challenged, 
because the focus is else- 
where. Many go off to private 
schools, as that is the only 
choice for elevated curricu- 
lum in this town. I ask, what 
is the cost of that? It may not 
be so much in dollars, but we 
lose valuable talent. 
Exceptional students would 
thrive and help elevate their 
if they can be given an 
appropriate advanced educa- 
tion. Catering to the middle 
and lower only is effective on 
some levels, and mandated by 
law, but is not in the best 
interest of Wilmington, and 
would not be on my agenda. 
These are just two examples 
of some of my priorities. I 
would say that my priorities 
would be to consider all the 
students, consider the town, 
weigh the costs versus the 
benefits, and try my best to 
come to the most exciting, 
challenging, and well round- 
ed curriculum that the town 
can afford to produce. Then 
push just a little bit farther.

Sagal said it wasn’t as 
simple as “build a new hi 
school,” and although he’d be 
in favor of investing “serious 
money and serious effort” in 
upgrading the technology 
that’s available to feed the 
curriculum, he didn’t have a 
specific list of what he want- 
ed. “If the high school is going 
to be renovated, it would need 
a hi-tech wing. But it’s hard 
to predict what technology you 
would need ten years from 
now; we need to build in a way 
that allows for change.” 

Bonish thought that building 
a new high school would allow 
for more technology and bet- 
ter science programs. 

Quick’s opinion was that she 
wanted Wilmington, “to be at 
least on par, if not somewhat 
better, than districts around 
us.” 

Bodnar said, “Science and 
technology is where it is 


today,” but he cautioned that 
we shouldn’t forget to teach 
the basics - reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. 

Mulas stated that we, “need 
to implement 2ist century labs 
with 21st century technology” 
pointing out that in 
Burlington, students were 
going to be issued iPads 
rather than books. 


Wrapping up, candidates 
were asked they saw 
the Wilmington school district 
in 15 years, and what they 
thought the school committee 
could do now to get it there. 

Bonish said she hoped for a 
new high school, and in 15 
years if the planning is done 
well, we would be on par with 
other towns. 

Quick hoped to:see more sci- 
ence, and more technology, 
and hoped to see the schools 
go completely green. 

Bodnar felt it was an impos- 
sible question to answer, but 
said, “We want the best for our 
school children, we want to 
keep abreast with science and 
technology, and to not forget 
the basics.” He also hoped the 
school committee would be 
getting input from the audi- 
ence at meetings. With opti- 
mism, he also said, “Maybe 
they will still be talking about 
building a new high school.” 

Mulas predicted that, “in 15 
years we are going to have a 
quality school system.” He felt 
we were heading in the right 
direction and would be able to 
“ready our students to com- 
pete in a global environment.” 

Sagal concluded, saying 
“Education is what we need to 
keep an eye on; teach the kids 
to think, don’t get hung up on 
the tools.”

required by MSBA as part of 
the feasibility study. The sec- 
ond public forum, May 12, will 
summarize the educational 
programming and visioning 
and present initial building 
alternatives. The third, June 
7, will present the final alter- 
native and the preferred 
option. The preferred option 
will be submitted'to the MSBA 
June 17 with approval slated 
for July 27. If the MSBA 
approves the preferred option 
the plan then goes to the 
schematic design phase. 

The HSBC presented three 
main site options, all either on 
or adjacent to the existing 
site. Option 1 proposes a new 
building adjacent to the exist- 
ing site on the current Roman 
House site, and would necessi- 
tate relocating the Roman 
House across the Common. 
Another option proposes 
building the new _ school 
directly behind the current 
school without disrupting 
Alumni Field. A renovation 
with addition plan would 
necessitate moving the 
Roman House and _ taking 
down the current gymnasium, 
as well as the longest comple- 
tion time.

2015. A renovation with addi- 
tion would add another year 
to the process and create the 
most disruption for students. 

The entire presentation, 
with details for each option, 
are available currently on the 
Wilmington Public Schools 
website. 

Other locations were consid- 
ered, including the former 
Swain School site on 
Middlesex Avenue, the exist- 
ing Town Hall site, and the 
Sciarappa Farm site, but were 
rejected due either to a lack 
of sufficient acreage to sup- 
port the school and fields or 
lack of ownership of the prop- 
erty, as in the farm site. 

Donald Walter of Jocelyn 
Lesser Associates explained 
the site planning criteria 
employed to help select the

Compared to MSBA guide- 
lines the current building is 
too small in gross square 
footage (158,500 sq. ft. cur- 
rently, where it should be 
189,120 sq. ft.), classrooms are 
15 percent too small, science 
classrooms are 30 percent too 
small, the library is outdated 
and undersized by 18 percent, 
the auditorium is 32 percent 
smaller than current stan- 
dards, and the technology 
infrastructure is insufficient. 

Benton offered background 
on the project, explaining that 
Wilmington High School was 
identified in a Master Plan 
Study in 2008, conducted by 
Dore and Whittier, as the 
school in greatest need.

Chisholm has the 
right goal in mind

Teaching your kids the valu- 
able life lessons of determina- 
tion, perseverance and set- 
ting goals is important to 
every mother, but very few 
mothers would run 26.2 miles 
to do it. 

Wilmington’s Jill Chisholm 
happens to be one of those 
few. 

For her first time, this 
Monday, she’ll conquer the 
115th Annual Boston 
Marathon, but Chisholm, 39, 
will finish with more than a 
sense of accomplishment. 
She’ll finish having made her 
fifth grader, third grader, and 
preschooler, Brett, Matthew, 
and A&J, proud sons. 

“My kids are really involved 
in sports, soccer and baseball 
and basketball, and I’ve been 
a stay-at-home-mom for the 
past ten years,” she said. 
“I’ve always wanted to run 
[the Boston Marathon], but 
another motivation is I really 
want my boys to be able to see 
that if you really put in a lot 


of hard work and determina- ° 


tion, you can really do any- 
thing. 

“With hard work and deter- 
mination, if you put your 
mind to something, you can 
accomplish your goal no mat- 
ter how insurmountable the 
road ahead may seem. If you 
do it, you can accomplish 
great things, so I did want 
them to see that.” 

And at first, Chisholm’s 
road ahead seemed like a def- 
inite challenge. Always busy 
looking after her sons, she 
had never really done much 
exercising, and even back in 
high school she wasn’t an ath- 
lete, either. 

“Before training for the 
marathon, I never really con- 
sidered myself a runner,” said 
Chisholm. “I’ve worked out 
at the gym for the past couple 
years and had done a few 5K 
races, [including 
Wilmington’s Fun on the 
Fourth race], but beyond a 5K 
race, I had never really ran 
more than three miles.” 

It was this past January, 
Chisholm, who originally 
grew up in Londonderry, New 
Hampshire, decided she 
would set off on the quest to 
surmount a race nearly nine 
times the length of that. 

“Growing up in New 
England, I’ve always been 
inspired by the runners of the 
Boston Marathon, and I’ve 
always really wanted to run, 
but never really though I 
could accomplish that,” she 
said. “Then, this January, [I 
heard] a friend of my hus- 
band’s was running [the 

’ marathon], and I found a 
team that I could join, so I 
decided to run. I knew I could 
do it if I put in the training 


req F 

And that’s exactly what she 
did. She joined the New 
England Patriots Charitable 


Foundation team, which rais- 
es money for scholarships to 
help students attend college 
in the fall, and she began 
training six days a week. 

Chisholm would go on short 
runs during the week, and 
then challenge herself each 
Saturday with a longer run. 
In January, her long runs 
started at around 14 miles, 
and she progressed every 
week from there. She recently 
completed a 21-miler, right on 
the Boston Marathon course, 
starting out in Hopkinton and 
finishing around Boston 
College. 

“[Training] took a lot, ma I 
clearly picked the worst win- 
ter and New England to start 
training for the Boston 
Marathon,” Chisholm 
laughed. “It was definitely 
hard not being a runner 
because I have encountered 
some injuries. I have an 
overuse injury in the back of 
my knee, which has kind of 
sidelined me a little bit and I 
have had to cross-train as 
well. But I think it takes a lot 
of time and dedication, and 
you have to be consistent in 
doing your runs.” 

All of her time and hard 
work will certainly have paid 
off as she sets out among 
25,000 others on Monday 
morning. 

“?’m really, really excited, 
I’m really looking forward to 
it. Sunday night I’m going to 
do a lot of resting and a lot of 
eating. That’s another benefit 
of running a marathon, you 
get to eat a lot of carbs with- 
out worrying about it,” she 
said cracking a smile. 

Chisholm’s husband Ken, 
along with her three kids, are 
looking forward to supporting 
their mom/wife’s hard work. 

“[My kids] are ‘funny, 
they’re like, ‘Mom are you 
gonna win the race?’ And I’m 
like no, Pll come in maybe 
24,000th or something,” she 
said with a big laugh. “But 
they think it’s funny. They 
understand that Til get a 
medal, and they’re like, ‘Why 
are you getting a medal if 
you’re not gonna win?’ ” 

But aside from her family, 
Chisholm looks forward to 
attaining her sense of self- 
accomplishment as she cross- 
es the finish line. 

“I thought it was about time 
to do something for myself,” 
she said. “I’ve been doing for 
{my kids] for ten years, so I 
though it was a good time to 
focus on myself and do some- 
thing I’ve always wanted to 
do. I just think it will be the 
best experience of my life. I 
can’t believe that for years 
and years I have been talking 
about it, and I finally took 
action. I’m actually going to 
be running the Boston 
Marathon. It’s pretty exciting 
for me.”

For Michael Harris, every- 
thing was in place for an out- 
ing at the Boston Marathon 
last year. He had put in count- 
less hours of training and was 
prepared for the 26.2 mile 
trek between Hopkinton and 
Boston. However, he was 
forced to deal with one mala- 
dy that all runners face: over- 


training. 

“J had a stress fracture last 
year,” Harris recalled. “I 
think it was too much, too 
fast. I couldn’t run for two 
months. I was putting in ten 
miles everyday..It was really 
stupid. This year, I’ve learned 
that less is more. I feel fine 
(now). Just the typical 
marathon pains right now.” 

Harris, a 36-year-old lawyer, 
is now ready for this year’s 
race, which will be held on 
Monday. He previously lived 
in Salem, and he also resided 
in Boston. Harris now lives in 
Wilmington with his wife, 
Kristen, and his two-month 
old son, Benjamin. The fami- 
ly is expecting another child 
in the near future. 

Harris said that he doesn’t 
consider himself a true run- 
ner, as he only started sever- 
al years ago. However, he has 
taken part events such as 
karate and music. During col- 
lege, Harris tried to play 
rugby. He said that he only 
played rugby for a year, 


though, as he was “tired of 


bleeding all over 
papers.” 

Harris’ training schedule 
for this year’s event is being 
scaled down right now, with 
the Boston Marathon rapidly 
approaching. He did his long 
runs on Sundays, and kept a 
modest running schedule 
through the week. 

“T’ve mixed it up,” Harris 
said. “I’ve been a lot smarter 


(his) 


about it. I try to hit some 
hills, but no as much as I 
wanted to. During the winter, 
I ran indoors, because I was 
petrified over re-injuring my 
ankle.” 

Harris is running for 
“America Scores,” a soccer 
league with the purpose of 
providing boys and girls with 
an after-school activity. The 
league seeks “to empower 
students in urban communi- 
ties using soccer, writing, 
creative expression, and ser- 
vice-learning.” 

To prepare for the 
marathon, Harris traveled to 
Hopkinton to run the first 21 
miles of the Boston Marathon 
route recently. The first 21 
miles take runners through 
five communities and just 
past Heartbreak Hill. 

“It felt good,” Harris said. 
“The hills were brutal, 
though.” He said that hills 
aren’t usually a problem, but 
he admitted, “when you run 
18 or 19 miles, it’s tough (to 
do the hills. )” 

When talking about his 
practice run, Harris said, 
“'m not to worried about) 
the time. I noticed that people 
have a tendency to run fast 
during the (opening part of 
the race), which is downhill. I 
had to force myself to slow 
down. I’m going to try to run 
my own race.” 

Harris said that he knows 


several people running in the © 


marathon, including other 
runners supporting America 
Scores and a friend from law 
school. He plans on attending 
most of the pre-marathon 
events, such as several chari- 
ty events and the pre-race 
dinner. 

Harris has a simple goal for 
the race, saying, “My goal is 
to run the whole thing. I'll 
finish it even if I have to 
crawl to the finish line.”

Former Russian - 
native motivated 


once again

When it comes to running 
marathons Vladimir Luppov, 
a local from Wilmington, is 
far from a beginner. The 
Russian native has run 13 
marathons since his first 
Detroit one in 2001 and the 55- 
year-old doesn’t plan on stop- 
ping anytime soon. 

Luppov left Russia for the 
University of Michigan 
Physics Department as a vis- 
iting scientist in 1991 for a 
one year business trip and his 
American journey is still 
going, ncluding moving to 
Wilmington eight years ago. 
Moving your family to anoth- 
er country and dealing the 
adjustment of a new culture 
seems challenging enough, 
but this highly-motivated ath- 
lete still participated in some 
of his favorite hobbies. 

What is ironic about 
Vladimir’s marathon experi- 
ence is he didn’t imagine 
himself ever running a 
marathon while he lived in 
Russia. Moreover, he though 
that people who run 26.2 
miles are strange: too long, 
too boring, too stressful. 

“In Russia my main sport 
was soccer, and I played all 
my life including six years in 
Ann Arbor, Michigan where 
at the University we had a lot 
of soccer enthusiastic people 
from Europe," he said. 

However, due to a torn ACL 
in 1997 during an indoor soc- 
cer tournament, Luppov 
couldn’t continue playing the 
sport he loved, but that didn’t

from staying active.

With temperatures finally headed in a northerly direction on 
the thermometer, some Middlesex East area residents may 
already be thinking about planning summer vacations. 

Of course, what better way to pass some down time than with 
a good book - and. two books are available from local authors, 
one from Reading and one from Wakefield. 

Max Brallier of Reading, a former Reading Daily Times 
Chronicle movie reviewer, has penned a modern take on the old 
‘Choose Your Own Adventure’ books, entitled ‘Can You Survive 
the Zombie Apocalypse?’, while Wakefield resident Alison 
Simcox has co-authored a book called, “Images of America: 
Lake Quannapowitt? which shows the history of the local treas- 
ure in words and pictures. 

Brallier, who once authored a movie review column for kids 
on the pages of the Reading Daily Times Chronicle when he was 
in middle school, became interested in writing at a very young 
age. 

“I was interested in writing from a young age - really, from 
the point when I came to the sad realization that I wasn’t going 
to be a pro ball player,” said Brallier, who moved to Reading 
from Pittsburgh when he was 8, and whose parents still live 
there. “But I always wanted to write movies, never books. It 
wasn’t until I got to college that I got into writing stories and 
began thinking about doing books. Books, as opposed to movies 
or TV or something, really allow the author to control (almost) 
everything. I can start and finish an entire project on my com- 
puter. No cameras, no crew, no outside help - just me and the 
limits of my imagination. When I realized that, I fell in love.” 

His latest book, ‘Can You Survive the Zombie Apocalypse?’, 
is not the first piece of original fiction he has had published. 

“T’ve published two little gift/humor books - Reasons to 
Smoke and Reasons to Drink,” said Brallier. “A sports trivia 
book called The All-Star Bathroom Sampler (it’s designed for 
reading on the toilet). A children’s trivia book called Toilet 
Trivia (again, built for reading in the bathroom).” 

Never one to let an opportunity pass by, Brallier quickly 
jumped on the popularity of Charlie Sheen in recent weeks to 
write another book - on very short notice. 

“I just co-wrote and self-published a Charlie Sheen action- 
adventure-fantasy-parody novella called Vatican Assassin 
Warlock,” said Brallier. “That was an interesting one - when all 
this Charlie Sheen craziness broke, my friend Brendan Deneen 
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and I decided it’d 
be fun to try to 
write and pub- 
lish a book in 
like a week. So 
we took all 
this absurd 
stuff Charlie ly, 
was saying- pj 
then _pre- 

tended it. 2OWb 
was all 
100% true - that he was 
truly a Warlock, was truly an assassin, 

lived with actual Goddesses, etc. Then we wrote an 
(excellent) action novella in about a week and got it up for sale 
as an eBook on Amazon.” 

Every writer approaches his or her craft in a different way, 
but the approach to writing a ‘Choose Your Own Adventure’- 
style book is truly unique, according to Brallier. 

How did he go about creating a story arc, plotting out paths 
for the main characters? 

“You know, I wish I had a good answer for this,” said Brallier. 
“And I probably should. But I don’t. ‘Can You Survive the 
Zombie Apocalypse?’ was the first piece of real, full length fic- 
tion I wrote. But since it has all these different paths and direc- 
it wasn’t like writing a normal novel. I wrote it in pieces - tak- 
ing one story thread and working on it until I got bored or ran 
out of steam - then I’d move over to another. It was really a 
fantastically fun book to write.” 

Zombies are certainly a hot commodity these days, both at 
the box office and on the small screen. How did Brallier become 
interested in the topic? 

“We can thank the old One Video Place for that one,” he said, 
referring to a movie rental store that once stood along Main 
Street in Reading, where a vitamin shop is now. “When I first 
watched Dawn of the Dead, I was hooked. I still remember 
where it sat on the shelf, what was next to it, everything. 

“It was middle school, probably, maybe early high school. 
After school I’d go to the library sometimes - they had fast 
internet - and I’d spend hours on end researching movies. I dis- 
covered Dawn of the Dead online first, then got my dad to rent 
it for me. Been hooked on zombies ever since...” 

Brallier has thoughts on. future books - assuming the 
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‘Zombie’ piece sells as well as he hopes it will. 

“Well I’d love to write another one of these Can You Survive 
books - whether it’s zombies, an alien invasion, whatever!” 
said Brallier. “But we’ll have to see how this one sells first. 
Besides that, I’m writing a kid’s book about numbers right now 
for Chronicle Books - I’ve been a fan of their books for a long, 
long time - so I’m really excited about that. Maybe a zombie 
book about the undead taking over Reading? If they ever did, 
I’d totally hold up in that Old South bell tower with a sniper 
rifle.” 

For any young writers out there looking to follow in 
Brallier’s footsteps, the aspiring author has some important 
advice. 

“There’s the kind of obvious stuff that any author will say: 
write, write, write and read, read, read - that’s definitely good 
rae said Brallier. “But in terms of getting published - for

“After I finished college I moved to New York City and got a 
job in the contracts department at Penguin. Working in con- 
tracts is NOT fun - not by any stretch of the imagination. But 
I was interacting with publishers, editors, agents, etc, every day. 
So whenever I had book ideas - I could just walk down the hall 
and say “hey, what do you think about this idea?” 

“So yeah - for any young, aspiring authors - write a ton, read 
a ton, and then think seriously about getting a job in book pub- 
lishing.” 

Also new this spring is a book from Arcadia Publishing and 
authors Alison C. Simcox and Douglas L. Heath. They have put 
together a history of Lake Quannapowitt, the latest volume in 
the popular Images of America series, which contains more 
than 200 vintage images, giving readers an opportunity to 
reconnect with their past.

Hanna's family, and it is 
with a combination of pride 
and apprehension that Erik 
realizes his daughter can no 
longer be held back. 

In the first moments of 
Hanna, the audience real- 
izes this is unlike any faty- 
her-daughter relationship 
they have ever seen before. 
Erik sneaks up on Hanna 
and throws her to the 
ground. She leaps up and 
starts pounding him sense- 
less. 

Those scenes are weird 
enough, but they don’t accu- 
rately capture the overall 
strangeness of the film. 

The movie straddles the 
canyon of absurdity, as the 
action sequences featuring 
the young girl make the film 
resemble something like 
‘Jason Bourne: The Teenage 
Years,’ 

Once caught, Hanna 
escapes, but with a CIA 
operative, Marissa (a very 
evil Cate Blanchett) track- 
ing her. The strength of the 
film is not the plot, but 
instead the constant gun- 
fights, assassinations, chas- 
es and brawls. 


“SOURCE CODE” 
GRADE: *** 

‘Source Code’ is such a 
well-made science fiction 
film that you won’t mind 
that much of the elements 
of its plot are borrowed 
from other movies and/or 
television series. 

The plot revolves around 
storyline: 
When decorated soldier 
Captain Colter Stevens 
(Jake Gyllenhaal) wakes up 
in the body of an unknown 
man, he discovers he's part 
of a mission to find the 
bomber of a Chicago com- 
muter train. 

In an assignment unlike 
any he's ever known, he 
learns he's part of a govern- 
ment experiment called the 
"Source Code," a program 
that enables him to cross 
over into another man's 
identity in the last 8 minutes 
of his life. With a second, 
much larger attack threat- 
ening to kill millions in 
downtown Chicago, Colter 
re-lives the incident over 
and over again, gathering 
clues each time, until he can 
solve the mystery of who is 
behind the bombs and pre- 
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vent the next attack. 

The story borrows bits of 
many, many movies and TV 
shows: Groundhog Day and 
12 Monkeys primarily, but 
also portions of Quantum 
Leap, Speed, Avatar, and 
several different episodes of 
Lost. 

Much like the mash-up of 
plotlines used to create it, 
the movie is an action piece, 
a thriller, a romance, anda 
whole lot more - and works 
on almost every level. 

The only time it stumbles 
is an ending that feels awk- 
ward, overly sentimental - 
not like the rest of the film 
at all. 

Along the way, of course, 
he becomes involved with a 
beautiful passenger, 
Christina, played by 
Michelle Monaghan. 

The film is literally a 
race against time with each 
8 minute repeat of the mis- 
sion bringing Stevens more 
answers about the terrorist 
plot and himself. 

Vera Fermiga as the 
Army captain commanding 
Stevens and Jeffrey Wright 
as the scientist who created 
the "source code" technolo- 
gy add strong support. 

With a mind-bending 
premise, "Source Code" will 
keep you guessing and will 
not disappoint. 


“SUCKER PUNCH”

"Sucker Punch" is an 
epic action fantasy that 
takes us into the vivid imag- 
ination of a young girl 
whose dream world pro- 
vides the ultimate escape 
from her darker reality, but 
the storytelling and charac- 
ters (while nice to look at), 
leave a lot to be desired. 

Unrestrained by the 
boundaries of time and 
place, the young girl, 
Babydoll, is free to go where 
her mind takes her, and her 
incredible adventures blur 
the lines between what's 
real and what is imaginary. 

She has been locked 
away against her will, but 
Babydoll (Emily Browning) 
has not lost her will to sur- 
vive.
